PITY KEEPS ITS OWN, 


Title to Bridgeport Pumping 
Works Site Confirmed. 


IS AN INVOLVED CASE. 


Judge Allen Decides Hiram C. 
Wheeler Has No Rights. 


DECISION IS FAR REACHING. 


Affects Ninety Feet Each Side of Illi- 
nois and Michigan Canal. 


MAY.APPEAL TO HIGHER COURTS. 


Judge William J. Allen of Springfield, IIl., 
sitting in the United States Circuit Court in 
this city. handed down an important decision 
which prevents the city from 
being ejected from its tenancy of the land 
occupied by the Bridgeport pumping works, 
but somewhat tainted 

supply of water for the Illinois and Mich:gan 

Canal, and establishes the title to a ninety- 

foot strip of land each side the entire length 
rof the canal. 

The suit was begun three years ago by 
'Hiram C. Wheeler of Iowa, who acquired title 
to the site of the pumping works through Pat- 
rick Welsh, who acquired it from the govern- 
ment. The city built a pumping works on 
the ground by authority «of an.act of 
the Legis'ature, with the consent of the 
Canal Commiasioners, the double object in 
view being to cleanse the Chicago River and 
establisha feeder for the canal. When suit 
was begun’ the. eity notified the Canal Com- 
missioners, and their attorneys. Duncan & 
Gilbert; were instructed to defend it. It was 
tried before Judge Allen without a jury, and 
he decided in favor of the defendant. 

What the Litigation Means. 

H. T. Gilbert of Duncan & Gilbert gave 
the following account of the case: 

“The action was ejectment brought by 
Hiram C. Wheeler against the City of Chi- 
cago to recover the land upon which the 
Bridgeport pumping works are situated. The 
plaintiff claimed title under a patent grants 
ed by the United States in 1834, while the 
defendant claimed the property was a part 
of the ninety-foot strip along the Lllinois 
and Michigan. Canal, and _ that the 
thereto was in the State of 
In 1822 Congress passed an act 
authorizing the State to survey and mark 
through the public lands of the United States 
the route of the canal connecting the. Illinois 
River with the southern bend of Lake Michi- 
gan, and providing that ninety feet on each 
side of said canal should be forever reserved 
feom any sale by the United States and vest- 
ing the use thereof forever inthe State for a 
canal and for no other purpose. 

** The act deciared, however, that unless a 
map of the canai was returned to the Treasury 
Department within three years, or if the 
canal should not be opened for navigation 
within twelve years, the grant should be 
void, 2 

*No map was returned within the three 
years nor was the canal opened for naviga- 
tion within the twelve years, but nevertheless 
Congress took no steps to declare any forfeit- 
ure. In 1827 Congress passed another act, 
not referring in terms to the act of 1822, 
granting to the State, for the 
purpose of § aiding it in opening 
acanal to unite the watersa*of the Illinois 
River with those of Lake Michigan, a quantity 
of land equal to one-half of five sections in 
width on each side of said canal and reserv- 
ing each alternate section to the United 
States. By this act the canal was 
required to be commenced within 
five years and completed within twenty 
years, The act further provided that as soon 
as the route of the canal was located it should 
be the duty of the Governor to ascertain the 


sections to which the State was entitled and 


report the same to the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury. 
Canal Surveyed and Land Selected. 


‘In pursuance of this act the route of the 


Canal was surveyed and the selection of lands 
was made and a map was filed in the Treas-- 


ury Departznent, and the Governor in 1829 
reported to the Secretary of the Treasury the 
sections of land to which the State was en- 
titled. The canal was subsequently com- 


~ menced and completed. ~ 


“The premises in controversy were, in one 
of the sertions of land which were reserved 
to the-United States, but the State, which 
was the real defendant in the case, claimed it 
was a patt of the ninety-foot strip mentioned 
in the act of 1822, and as such belonged to 
the State by the terms of that act. The 
plaintiff; on thé contrary, claimed the 
State tbok nothing by “the act of 
1822, fbr the reason that the terms 
of that act were never complied with, and in 
support of this contention he relied upon the 
case of McGraw va. City of Chicago (75 IIL, 
566), injwhich it wass6o decided by the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois, which held the act of 
1822 hdd never been complied with, and 
thereford the State acquired no title under it. 

“Judge Allen, however. held that, although 
the-term$ of the actof 1822 had pot been 
complied with within the time therein speci- 
fied. yet, inasmuch as Congress had never 
declared ja forfeiture and the State had subse- 
quently built the canal’ as the -act provided, 
the act! was operative and conferred 
upon the State the title to the 
ninety-fdot strip on each side of the: canal as 
well as the sections reserved: to the United 
States ag those granted tothe State. 

“i Tho Hecision affects the title to the nine- 
ty-foot strip along the entire route of the ca- 
nal, and |is an important.one to the State.” 

Judge Alien said last night the theory of 
the plaintiff was the conditions of the grant 
were precedent to the grant. and not having 
been complied with as to the commencement 
of the work, the land was forfeited and re- 
verted to the government, as the government 
did in 1834 sell or patent the iand where the 
pumps aire now situated to Patrick Welsh, 


. from whom Wheeler derives title. Judge Allen 


held the conditions were not precedent but sub- 
sequent to the grant; that the grants took 
effect at cncve, and that therefore in 1834 the 
government had no title to dispose of to 
Welsh or anybody else. 

“Substantially,” said Judge Allen, ‘the 
defendant recovered because of an outstand- 
ing paramount title in the Staie.”’ 

Mr, Gilbert said the case would be carried 
up to the Appellate Court and perhaps to the 
Supreme Court, but he had no doubt, if 
properly presented, it would in the end be de- 
cided in fuvor of the State.

| WILL NOW MAKE THIN STEEL PLATES. 


The Corning Plant to Be Operated by the 
Illinois Steel Company. 

The Illinois Steel company has leased for 
two years, with the option of purchase, the 
plant of the Corning Steel company at Ham- 
mond, Ind. The lease does not begin until 
June 1, but it, took immediate possession, 
and will run the milis to their fullest ca- 
pacity for the production of thin sheet steel. 

I’. T. Corning; Secretary and Treasurer oz 
the Corning Steel company, toid the story-of 
the transfer last night. Hesaid: ** The mill 
Was built in 1882. The grounds contain 
twenty acres, and the main building covers 
an area of 300x160 feet. There are on the 
premises, besides this, a boiler-house, pump- 
house, store-house, grease-house, black 
smith shop, electric light plant, office, and 
many other buildings. It is the third largest 
sheet mill plant in this country. The next 
larger is at Apollo, Pa., and the largest in 
the world is the A®na-Standard mills at 
iridgeport, O. Our company was capital- 
ized at $250,000, and the plant cost more than 
that. Its present value, I think, is no more 
nor less than when it was built. The ca- 
pacity of the mills is different, according to 
the thickness of the sheets. If the sheets 
are from ten to twenty guage the capacity 
are from ten to twenty gauge the capacity 
twenty to thirty the capacity is from sixty 
to seventy-five tons @ day. We shut down 
the mills July 1, 

‘* We leased our plant to the Illinois Steel 
company for two years, with an option on 
the purchase at the endy»@f that time. The 
rental was a percentage of the original cost 
of the plant, but beyond that the terms are 
private. The mill is exactly what the IIli- 
nois Steel company needs. It is unable now 
to produce a plate less than one-fourth of an 
inch thick, but with our plant it will be able 
to produce it of any thickness down to the 
thickness of tinplate. The company will put 
our plant in operation at the earliest moment 
and run it to its full capacity.” 


ATTEMPT TO BURN TOWN OF INDIANOLA. 


Incendiaries Who Are Said to Want Ke- 
venge for the Danville Lynching. 

Danville, Ill:, May 28.—[Special. |—Re- 
ports reach here tonight from Indianola that 
suspicious characters have been trying to fire 
the town. Six fires were started. A posse 
has started out in pursuit of the incendiaries, 
and the police here have been notified to 
watch for people coming in to South Danville. 
It ic thought the work is being done by the 
south town gang in revenge for the lynching 
of Halls and Royce. At a revival meeting 
started in Danwyille Sunday it was reported 
members of the south town gang were mani- 
festing a desire to be repentant by going for- 
ward te the altar. 

Ata meeting of citizens at the court-house 
mass-meeting of citizens at the court-house 
tonight a resolution was adopted declaring 
the late lynching was not brought about by 
want of confidence in Gov. Altgeld, but by 
the unusual enormity of the crime. Judge 
Bookwalter was the only one who opposed 
the adoption of the resolution, and he was 
in turn severely criticised by several preach- 
ers. Supt. Carter declared the responsibil- 
ity must rest with Vermilion County, and 
that if the Angel Gabriel had been Governor 
the men would have been hanged just the 
same. There was no law upon the statute 
books to mete out a just punishment to them, 
The remarks of the speaker were cheered, 
as ‘well as the announcement that Repre- 
sentative Bailey had introduced a bill mak- 
ing criminal assault punishable with death. 


MAD DOG RULES ON THE WEST SIDE, 


Bites Everything in Sight Until Stopped by 
a Policeman’s Bullet. 

A mad dog of large size did an unknown 
amount of mischief between 4 and 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning on -the West Side in the 
district between the Eighteenth street 
bridge and the lumber yards. It was re- 
ported that a woman and child had. been 
bitten, but no trace of the supposed victims 
could be found. Upwards of thirty dogs, 
however, are known to have been bitten 
badly, as the mad beast was of great 
strength. A ‘cow was snapped at by the 
brute and bitten in the leg. Finally Seret. 
Louis Benesh and Officer William Schroeder 
of the Twenty-second Precinct, with a num- 
ber of citizens, joined in chase of the animal 
and pursued it for more than an hour, It 
was brought to bay in a lumber yard and 
shot in the neck by Officer Schroeder. 

The dog was first seen shortly after 4a. m. 
by the bridge tenders at the Eighteenth 
street bridge, coming from the South Side. 
When it got on Eighteenth street it started 
on a slow gallop in avstraight line, biting 
everything it came near enough to attack. 
There were great numbers of dogs about, 
mostly in groups, and the mad dog attacked 
every group. For fully two hours the whole 
district was in terror. 


HARD FIGHT WITH GANG OF THIEVES, 


Fort Wayne Officers Have a Desperate and 
Fatal Revolver Duel, 

Fort Wayne, Ind., May 28.—{[Special. ]— 
A gang of seven thieves and tramps resisted 
arrest with revolvers at the east yards of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago rond this 
afternoon. Fourteen shots in all were fired 
and seven of them’ took effect. The gang 
opened fire by shooting Horatio-S. Harrod, 
Chief Deputy Sheriff, through the left side. 
The shooter says he is John C. Stone of Chi- 
cago. Harrod tired a bullet into the stomach 
of Wiliam Walrath, also a thief, inflicting a 
fatal wound. The shooting then became gen- 
eral, and Harrod received two more bullets in 
falling, one in the left side and one in the hip. 
Stone fired two shots at close range at Police. 
man Tanner’s head but missed him. ~ Wal- 
rath received four wounds. He is dying to- 
night. Harrod’s case is extremely critical. 
The men had acomplete outfit of burglars’ 
tools with them.

ENGLAND IS FIRMLY WEDDED TO GOLD. 


Will Countenance No Attempt to Change 
Its Monetary System, 

London, May 28.—Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, Chancellor of the Exchequer, has form- 
ally replied to the memorial forwarded by in- 
flueatial bankers and financiers in terms em- 
phasizing his previous strong remarks in 
favor of the gold standard. His reply con- 
cludes thus: 

You may rely upon it that her Majesty's govern- 
ment will give no countenance to any change in

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CHICAGO'S REFORM MAYOR PROCEEDS TO TACKLE THE NEXT EVIL. 


Mayor Swift was greatly surprised Monday 
evening when the following letter was shown 
him: 

** Chicago, May 25, 1895.—J. L. Garrettson 
—Dear Sir: I have been appointed by Mayor 
Swift to asseas and collect campaign funds. 
Your assessment will be $10, -Please inclose 
ana send to me at Pullman Postoffice with- 
out delay, and to guarantee good faith return 
this letter with your remittance. If this is 
not kept strictly confidential and letter re- 
turned in two days you will be discharged 
without ceremony, Kitt GouLp,”’ 

Mayor Swift is unalterably opposed to the 
assessment of city employés for political 
purposes and he at once brought the matter 
to the attention of Corporation Counsel 
Beale. Three or four similar letters were 
handed to the Mayor yesterday and it was 
learned that some fifty of them had been re- 
ceived by city employés. They were all 
signed ** Kitt Gould’ and’ were worded ex- 
actly alike. 

Mr. Beale and the Mayor had another con- 
ference aDout the matter and it was decided 
to ask Inspector Stuart of the Postoffice to 
investigate, on the ground that the mails 
were heing used for fraudulent purposes. 

Mr. Gould’s bailiwick is the Thirty-fourth 
Ward, and it is understood that these letters 
are confined to city eraployés who reside in 
that section of the city. Gould fora great 
number of years was a member of the Repub- 
lican City Central committee, representing 
the Thirty-fourth Ward. He was retired by 
the delegates elected at the city primary this 
spring. Since then his political star seems to 
have been on the wane. Up to the time of 
the primaries for the city convention he was 
looked upon by a certain faction of the party 
as an important factor, for the reason that he 
always ** brought in”’ his delegates. ) 

He has been in touch with those who con- 
trolled the organization until recently. This 
spring he got tangled up in a contest. with 
County Committeeman “Jim” ‘Irwin . over 
who should have the naming of the Repub- 
lican judges and clerks of election. It finally 
was decided that Irwin should name those for 
the north end of the ward ana Gould the 
south end. Then Gould and Irwin, who 
wanted the Aldermanic nomination, under- 
took to down Ald. John O’ Neill, Gould having 
a candidate of his own. O'Neill whipped 
both men and carriedoff the nomination. 

Mr. Garrettson, who received the letter 
quoted, is Superintendent of Bridges and 
was appointed only a couple of weeks ago. 
The letter which Mayor Swift turned over to 
Inspector Stuart, was received by James T, 
Sterling a newly appointed building in- 
spector, who resides in the Thirty-fourth 
Ward, 

Those who are familiar with Mr. Gould’s 
writing and who have examined some of the 
letters say the signature “undoubtedly is 
Gould’s, Mayor Swift had this to say regard- 
ing the matter: 

“The boldness of the plan is what surprises 
me. 1 can hardly comprehend how any one 
would have the nerve to attempt such a 
scheme. Iam informed that the signatures 
to all these letters bear a remarkable resem- 
blance to that of the man named, and I have 
been informed that it is his signature, but of 
that personally I do not know.” 

* Was Gould authorized by you to! collect 
assesstnents?”’ Mayor Swift was asked. To 
this he replied in positive terms, “ No, he was 
not authorized by me to make, levy, or col- 
lect an assessment of any nature, nor was any 
other person. I am anxious that this man 
shall be caught and the guilty person brought 


io an account for his actions.”?

Englishmen resident in Chicago and who 
usually keep informed of all that affects their 
country and themselves were equally sur- 
prised with Col. Sadler’s Ameri iends 
yesterday, when they heard that the Consul 
was notto return to his post in this city. 
During u part of the time in Which Col. 
Sadler held the Consulate in Chicago his son, 
James Hayes Sadler Jr., was the Vice-Consul. 
The son went to Bogota, Colombia, South 
America, a year ago and while there died sud- 
denly. His loss was a severe blow to his 
parents, both of whom were in Chicago at 
the time. 

Col. Sadler had become thoroughly in 
touch with Chicago life during his nine years’ 
stay, and his departure will be felt particular- 
ly by the British-Americans here. To what 
Consulate Col. Sadler will be transferrei has 
not been decided, Before coming to Chi- 
cago he had served for many years in other 
places. After graduating at Oxford he be. 
came a Captain in the Royal Sussex Artillery 
Oct. 4, 1858. He was made a Major April 
30, 1879, honorary Lieutenant-Colonel July 
30, 1879, and honorary Colonel Aug. 5, 
1882. He was appointed Vice-Consul at 
Boulogne, France, Oct. 13, 1868, and was 
Acting Consul there from Sept. 6 to Oct, 25, 
1871. From that time he was Vice-Consul at 
the same place until Aug. 16, 1873, when he 
was transferred to Caen. Shortiy after his 
arrival there he was transferred to Rochelle, 
going from there to Panama as Consul June 
10, 1874. Col. Sadler was traneferred to 
Chicago June 1, 1886, and was appointed 
Consul for the States of Lilinois, Missouri, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Colorado, Dakota, Montana, and Wyo- 
ming, with headquarters in this city. 

William George Wagstaff, who will succeed 
Col. Sadler in Chicago, is a veteran of the 
Crimea. He has been doing duty ia the Con- 
sular service for many vears in other places. 
Mr. Wagstaff served on. her Majesty’s ship 
London at the first bombardment of Sebasto- 
pol. For conspicuous gallantry there he was 
given the Crimean medal, with clasps, and the 
Turkish medal as well. In 1861 he was clerk 
to the Consulate at Berdianisk. He went on 
special service to Rostoff in 1862 and 
then returned to his post at Berdianisk. 
Mr. Wagstaff remained there with few 
absences until 1876, when he was ap- 
pointed Vice-Consul at Nicolaieff. He was 
on special service in 1882 and shortly after 
was made Consul for Stavropol, the Don 
Cossack country (including that portion of 
the Government of Ekalerinsvola formed by 
the governorship of Taganrog and the district 
of Rostov), and the Kuban and the Ter dis- 
tricts, to reside at Toganrog. Eventually he 
was transferred to Riga as Consu! for the 
Province of Livonia ana Courland, and from 
there he will come to Chicago. Mr. Wagstaff 
will be accompanied to this country by his 
wife and three daughters. 

Since Col. Sadler left Chicago the Acting 
Consul has been Frederick Lawrence Walsh, 
who will be Vice-Consul under Mr. Wagstaff.

ARRANGEMENTS IN DETAIL. 


Condolences by Hundreds Reeeived by 
the Family. 


DAY’S EVENTS AT THE CAPITAL, 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—[{Special.]— 
Every honor, civil and military, will be paid 
to the memory of Secretary of State Walter 
®. Gresham. “Services will be held at the 
White House tomorrow, the funeral preces- 
sion to the depot will be escorted by the 
troops of the United States, and the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet will accompany the 
cold clay of their late assocjate to Chicago, 
where the final honors wil! be paid. 

The remains of Secretary GresNam rested 
» today in his rooms looking out on Lafay- 
ette Park, while the great men of the Nation 


Stepped softly fn and out of his chamber to 
see him as he slumbered forever, uncon- 
scious of them and of the petty affairs of 
earthly states. 

Though illness had lasted a month the 
great official world of Washington was un- 
prepared for the announcement of death. 
So the calls at the old quarters in the historic 
old annex to the Arlington were hurried and 
spontaneous. For the. most part the visi- 
tors left their cards and then drove quietly 
away. 

Mrs. Gresham, worn out with the long 
night watch, as well as overburdened with 
her grief, was taken to more secluded apart- 
ments that she might be spared the sights 
and sounds of necessary preparations for 
the funeral. Otto Gresham, the son of the 
Secretary, who had sped all too slowly from 
Chicago in response to the first telegrams, 
arrived at 6:30 a. m., and was soon with his 
mother and sister. | 

K pew That, Death Had Come. 

He did not need to see the face of Agsist- 
ant Postmaster-General Jones at the sta- 
tign to Know that the end had come. The 
mother had in her privacy her two children. 
and for hours she was alone with them and 
her grief. On her decision rested the ques- 
tion of the disposition of the remains. Mrs. 
Gresham's love and her anxiety were touch- 
ing in the extreme as she declared with con- 
siderable feeling that inasmuch as the.Sec- 
retary had belonged to the public for over 
thirty years it was now time he should be- 
long to her and ‘the family. Accordingly 
she insisted for some time that the funeral 
arrangements should be of the simplest char- 
acter, and that the services themselves 
Should be in the presence only of thé fam- 
ily and intimate friends. It*was only when 
Otto Gresham had been convinced of the ut- 
ter impossibility of carrying out such a 
plan and in turn presented the matter to his 
mother that the bereaved widow unwillingly 
consented, to the, arrangements for a public 
funeral, remarking that they were taking 
even her dead from her. 

The casket was brought to the Arlington 
during the afternoon and the remains placed 
therein. It is plain and heavy, made of red 
cedar, with a metallic casing of copper, and’ 
the whole covered with black cloth, held by 
oxidized silver nails. The plate bears the 
inscription: ‘ 

** Walter Quinton Gresham. Born March 
17, 1833. Died May 28, 189h.’’ 

It was decided to have services at the 
White House at 10 0’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, when the East Room will be thrown 
open to 500 of the specially invited bureau 
chiefs, diplomats, and family friends. Im- 
mediately upon the conclusion of the service, 
which will be conducted by Bishop Hurst 
of the Methodist Church, the funeral pro- 
cession, under the military escort of the 
regular cavalry and artillery and the Murine 
Corps, with the bands of the three branches 
of the service, will proceed to the Baltimore 
and Ohio depot. 

Secretaries Herbert, Lamont, Smith, Mor- 
ton, Attorney-General Olney, and Postmas- 
ter-General Wilson, and Acting Secretary of 
State Edwin FF’. Uhl will act as honorary pall- 
bearers at the funeral, and the body begr- 
ers will be a squad of marines from the ma- 
rine barracks in this city. 


By Special Train to Chicago. 

As soon after noon as possible a speciai 
train will start for Chicago, containing, be- 
sides the members of the family, President 
Cleveland, Secretaries Lamont, Carlisle, 
Herbert, Smith, Morton, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wilson, Attorney-General Olney, and 
Acting Secretary of State Uhl, besides other 
attachés. , 

Chicago will be reached Decoration day, 
and the Secretary of State, whose proudest 
name was his well-earned title of General, 
will be accorded a military reception as the 
latest one of the heroic dead. 

This outline of the funeral arrangements 
was hurriedly agreed upon after consulta- 
tion with members of the family and sub- 
mitted to the President when he agrived at 
the White House at 10:30 in the morning. ’ 
Immediately afterward the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland drove across to the Arling- 
ton, in full sight of the White House. They 
were present in the rooms of the Secretary 
of State for half an hour, Mrs. Cleveland in 
particular appearing to be deeply affected. 

On their return to the White House a 
crowd had collected about the side door of 
the hotel, and the spectators were audibly 
incensed at the action of a photographer 
who trained his lens on the door and 
caused the President and Mrs. Cleveland un- 
told annoyance. ; 

On his arrival at the White House Presi- 
dent Cleveland gave his personal attention 
to all the details for the funeral arrange- 
ments. Secretary Lamont was given full 
charge, and under his orders Gen. Ruger 
was put in command of the military escort

amount of restrained but indignant criticism 
for his treatment ot Secretary Gresham dur- 
ing his last and fatal illness. It was expected 
the President would appear at the deathbed, 
but he contented himself with telephone mes. 
sages, and did not arrive at the Arlington 
until 11 .o clock this morning. As a matter 
of fact, although Secretary Gresham was ili 
for four weeks, and several times was known 
to be at geath’s door, the President never 
-called upon’ bim,

valley, and yet he was never cheered up by a 
personal cai from his chief, the oniy mem- 
ber of the government who really outranked 
him. By 8 o'clock last night it was weil 
known the end was near, and it was presumed 
by all the watchers that the President would 
hasten to the bedside of the chief of his ad- 

-visers. Private Secretary Thurber tele- 
phoned to Woodley early in the evening and 
received a reply that the Presicent woulda 
come into the city if he could be of use.

TALKING ABOUT THE SUCCESSION. 


Many Candidates for the Portfolio of State 
Are Put Forward. 

Washington, D. C.,. May 28.—[{Special.jJ— 
Technically the State Department was 
Closed today, yet all the attachés were on 
hand to assist in the preparation of the 
usual notifications of the death of their late 
chief. The department was in charge of the 
Assistant Secretary of State, Edwin F. Uhl, 
who, as*Acting Secretary, will remain in 
charge until a successor to Secretary Gresh- 
am is appointed. As is well known, Presi- 
dent Cleveland is exceedingly averse even 
to hints as to filling an office until aftera 
decent interval of time has elapsed, and so, 
while there is no basis for the rumors, the 
department officials and members of the 
diplomatic corps as well as the Cabinet- 
makers in other departments are busily en- 
gaged in selecting a new Premier for the 
administration, Acting Secretary Uhl 
would, under civil service theories, become 
the new Secretary of State, but that officer 
is the cofftidential adviser of the President 
and the most important personage in the 
administration next to the Chief Magistrate, 
so it is deemed probable some more widely 
known man than Mr. Uhl will be selected, 
Yet he is favorably known in Miohigan poli- 
tics, is an able speaker, and an accOmplished 
diplomat. He will probably remain the 
working head of the department: The Pres- 
ident’s personal liking for Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wilson is so well known that his trans- 
fer’ to the portfolio of State seems more 
than likely.

talked of for the position, but there is a gen- 
eral feeling he would hesitate about leaving 
England, 

Ex-Secretary Whitney is without his con- 
sent being ‘** mentioned.’”’ He is a candidate 
for the Presidency, and knows it would be 
anything but good politics to identify him- 
self with an administratian whose policy in 
foreign affairs is exceedingly unpopular, 
and whose fiasco over Hawaii has made it 
the laughing-stock of the country.

Under the law the Presi- 
dent cannot make a temporary appointment 
to last more than thirty days, but he can 
continue Mr. Uhl as Acting Secretary in- 
definitely. The chances are the place will 
not be filled for soine weeks. 

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW GUN GRESHAM. 
Admired Him in Many Ways, but Cannot 
Call Him a Diplomat. 

New York, May 28.—[{Special, ]—Chauncey 
M. Depew said today, concerning Secretary 

Gresham: 

*T knew him intimatel$, and in 1888, 
while at the Chicago convention. we dined 
almost every day together at the Union 
League club, He received about forty votes 
and | had ninety-nine in the convention for 
the Presidency. Illinois stood solid for Judge 
Gresham, He had a serene and must amia- 
bie disposition, and was a fine companion. 
Asa lawyer he stood high, and justiy so; his 
decisions standing the test of the higher courts. 
As a soldier he distinguished himself and was 
brave and chivalrous.

al in Chicago. 

United States Marshal Arnold closed his 
office at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon out of 
respect for the dead Secretary of State.

Lights on the Contest=Resolutions, 

Zanesville, O., May 28.—(Special., |—Gen, 
Asa Bushnell of Springfield, O., was nomi- 
nated tonight as the Republicaa candidate for 
Governor of Ohio by the State convention on 
the sixth ballot. He received 500 votes out 
of 827 in the convention tonight at 12. Wild 
excitement prevailed when the final result 
was announced, 

The crowded galleries added to the genera! 
confusion, and it was several minutes before 
the Chairman could restore order. Then the 
formalities of making the vote unanimous 
were performed, Bushnell gained fiom the 
firat ballot. When atthe end of the third 
Poe, who had 84 votes, and Nevins, who had 
78, dropped out Bushnell’s total jumped 
from 159 to 347. At the end of the fourth 
ballot Barger went out of the race and most 
of his 32 votes fell to Bushnell, alti” 
Nash made a slight gain. 

iix-Gov, Joseph B. Foraker expressed his 
views of Gen. Bushnell and his nomination to 
a representative of Tur TripuNne im mediately 
after the final ballot was announced. ‘“ Gen. 
Bushnell,’’ he said, ‘is a fine, capable man, 
who commands my most sincere admuration. 
He is just the man to lead the Republicans of 
Ohio in the next election and his nomination 
isasource of great pleasure to me, I think 
it isthe best thing the convention could ac- 
complish and it did its work nobly.” 

‘* Does Gen. Bushneli’s nomination mean 
any reflection on the present Governor’s ad- 
ministration?” 

‘* Not in the least, in my opinion. It means 
the Republicans of Ohio know whom they 
want for their Governor, and that they will 
not be prevented from making their wants 
known, It means that Gen. Bushnell is the 
most popular man all over the State that 
could be selected.”’ 

Sharp Factional Strife, 

The tangle among the candidates is one of the 
most intricate in the history of conventions in 
the State. After aday spentin careful scoring 
for positions in the race which began tonight 
the outiook was stijl‘a inatter of doubt to the 
most experienced. Shrew politicians who 
are conducting Gen, Asa S. Bushnell’s can- 
vas3, although he is not avowedly 1n the field, 
claiin he will surely be the nominee, 

Certain it is ‘that the Bushnell cause has 
He is a 
strong faverite with the banner (Hamilton) 
county and has a growing scattered following 
in the convention. His boom began in ear- 
nest at noun today with the arrival of the 
Hamilton County delegation, which was ac- 
companied by ex-Gov. Foraker, and it is be- 
ing vigorously pushed. 

Gen. Bushnell’s strongest opponent as the 
situation rests tonight is Judge George K. 
Nash of Columbus, His followers are the 
McKinley adherents, although he claims to be 
presenting his own campaign independent of 
the administration. He is popular in his own 
section of the State, and counts many scat- 
tering adherents throughout the county del- 
egations. Moreover, he is a strong second 
choice among the James H. Hoyt and the few 
E. W. Poe men. 

Hoyt cumes from Cleveland and is in sym- 
pathy with the administration wing of the 
party. McKinley’s sympathy is not so strong, 
however, as to prevent many of Hoyt’s votes 
going to Bushnell in case the former is 
crowded out of the race, and, as Nash is also 
a strong second among many Hoyt men, the 
Cleveland candidate may hold the key to the 
situation. But there 1s little use speculatin 
on the outcome. The tangle is intricate an 
it stubboraly refuses tonight to unravel itself. 

At the Governor’s headquarters at the Ciar- 
endon Hotel comes the feeling that Bushnell! 
and Nash are the leaders. It is certain that 
these two candidates are watching each other’s 
movements closely. It is the side fight be- 
tween the Bushnell men and the supporters of 
the candidacy of Gen. J. Warren Keifer that 
most complicates matters. Keifer and Bush- 
nell both live in Springfield, Clark County, 
and, according to the Keifer crowd, they got 
together with Gov. Forake:s some time ago 
and decided that Gen. Keifer should be the 
candidate, 

Bonner Opens the Ball. 


The convention was calied to order prompt- 
ly at 4 p. m, today by Col. Joseph C. Bonner, 
Chairman of the State committee, ‘A_half- 
hour previous the ha!) was packed to its full 
gapacity of 5,000, anda larger number was 
unabieto gain admittance. Sherman was 
given a stjrring ovation when he was escorted 
into the haliat 3:50 by Congressman Van 
Voorhis and Judge Granger. Ex-Sezretary 
Foster, members of Congress, several candi- 
dates, and others were cheered as they 
entered, so that Chairman Bonner had to rap 
hard for order previous to the prayer of the 
Rev, Samuel G. Addison of Toledo. Among 
the working delegates were Herman G. Den- 
nison, son of the war Governor, and Harry 
Garfield, son of the martyred President. On 
the platform were Judges West, Lawrence, 
Baldwin, and a large number of leading Re- 
pubiicans. When Judge West, who was 
the Republican candidate for Governor 
in 1877, was escorted to the 
piatforin Senator Sherman came down to 
greet him, and the scene occasioned a marked 
demonstration, While Chairman Bonner, 
wbo is a member of McKinley's staff, was 
eloquently congratulating the Republicans on 
the result of the last Ohio election and fore- 
casting another triumph for next November 
in a well set introductory speech, ex-Gov. 
Foraker entered tne hall and a very boister- 
ous demonstration followed his appearance. 
After Chairman Bonner had made repeated 
efforts to secure order and proceed with his 
introductory remarks, ex-Gov, Foraker came 
to the front of the platform and said:

Senator Sherman's Speech. 


Even after this appeal it was with great 
difficulty that Col. Bonner introduced Senator 
Sherman as the Temporary Chairman. Mr. 
Sherman met the demonstration at first with 
the remark that he hoped to see the Repub- 
licans of Ohio keep such a pitch of enthusi- 
asim till the next November election. He 
soon commanded the closest attention and 
spoke as follows: 


Gentlemen of the Convention: I thank you for 
the honor you have conferred on me in selecting 
me to preside over this great convention. You 
have met to designate the next Governor of the 
State of Ohio. You have a good many candidates 
before -you, but each is worthy of the highest 
honor you can confer. You have also to select 
several of the chief executive officers of the 
State. You have still higher duties, to announce 
the principles and policy of the Republican party 
in the State of Obio and in the United States. 
We have acommon faith and creed. We act to- 
gether on great matters on principle, on smail 
matters for discipline. The Sonak icans of Ohio 
are national; this is our corner-stone, planted in 
the first Republican convention in Ohio in 1855. 
We stood by it in the storm of war. The soldiers 
of Ohio carried our flagin every great battle for 
the preservation of the Union. When Grant was 
in the Wilderness and Sherman was before jt- 
lanta a great party declaréd the war a failure. 
Ours made it a success. When the war was over 
we did not treat our enemies as conqnered sub- 
jects but as erring brethren. We now meet them 
and greet them as friends, turning our backs on 
dead issues. 

_ When the war was over the Republican party 
developed its civil policy.

All the productions of the South are care- 
fully protected, while the duties on the great 
staple industries of the North are largeiy re- 
duced, and on some articles entirely repealed.

We are in favor of a sound national currency 
always redeemable in coin. For fourteen years 
after the resumption of specie payments we had 
such acurrency.

States, of unquestioned credit and of equal

mercial world. Both gold and silver are indis- 
pensable for use in the varied wants of mankind, 
Gold is now and has been for ages the chief 
nreasure of value in international commerce and 
the larger transactions of domestic exchanges. 
Silver, from ite bulk and weight, is not available 
forjarge payments either at home or abroad, 
but is indispensable in the minor wants 
of mankind. Gold, from its greatly superior 
value, cannot be utilized for sueh purposes, 
Therefore it is that both metals have been coined 
into money at, a fixed ratio, The enormous in- 
crease of the production of silver in the United 
States, Mexico, and Australasia has disturbed 
this ratio and lowered the market value of silver 
presreaty as a like increase of production has 
owered the prices of other coimnodities. It is 
a Universal law that price or value is measured 
by quantity. Under these conditions the rational 
and proper course would be a change of ratio, 
but this can only be effective as to these two 
metals by a concert of action among commercial 
nations. Until this can be accomplished the 
only logical way is for each nation to coin both 
metals and maintain the coipage of the cheap- 
er metal at par by limitation of amount, Such 
ig.now the policy of the United States, and of 
every great commercial safion. including every 
country in Europe. ‘The policy now urged by 
the producers of silver and by men who 
wish to pay their debts in» cheaper money 
than they proposed to pay, is the free coinage of 
silver. This means the single standard of silver 
and the demonetization of goid. This is the 
only monometallic system. It is the degrada- 
tion of our dollar to 50 cents. If applied to our 
national bonds it is a repudiation of one-half the 
public debt. It is the repudiation of one-half of 
ali debts. It confers no favors ov productions of 
any kind, whether of the farm, the workshop, or 
the mine, for if they get nominally more dollars 
for their productions their additional dollars 
would have oniy one-half the purchasing 
power of the gold dollars. The great hardship 
of this policy would fall upon workinemen, 
skilled and unskiiled. whose daily wage, meas- 
ured by the present standard, is higher than in 
any country in the worid, 

The Republican party in its pational platform 
of 1892 demanded good money Of equal purchas- 
ing power, whether coined of silver of ‘gola, or 
composed of United States notes and national 
bank notes, based upon the credit of the United 
States maintained at par with coin. This is the 
bimetallic policy. There we stand today, main- 
taining the parity of gold and silver coined. 

In all the great issues made in the last ten 
years the Republican party of Ohio has had the 
courage to propose and to do whatis right. Let 
us follow in the same pathway, and we will not 
only elect a Republican Governor and State offi- 
cers, but also another Republican Senator and, I 
hope, a President of the United States from the 
State of Ohio.

On reassembling the temporary organiza- 
tion was made permanent. The contested 
delegations from the Toiedo and Springfield 
districts were not unseated, With a corre- 
sponding number of speeches the icllowing 
names were presented to the conveution for 
the nomination for Governor: J. W. Barger, 
J. Warren Keifer, J. H. Hoyt, George K. 
Nash, Robert M. Nevin, A. L. Harris, and E, 
W. Poe. Gen, Bushnell’s name was not pre- 
sented by any speaker. There were 827 del- 
egatey in the convention, 414 being necessary 
fora choice.

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The Resolutions. 


When the excitement over Bushnell’s nomi- 
nation had subsided ex-Gov. Charles Foster 
mounted the stage to read the resolu- 
tions, but the convention was wired out 
and gave him leave to print, The plut- 
form denounced the Democracy for the 
distress caused by its free trade 
policy; for its deplorable incompetency in 
handling the national finances, borrowing 
$ 162,000,000 in two years, selling in secret 
to favored foreign syndicates the bonds of 
the governmhni at prices far below their 
actual value; charges the administration with 
weakness in Hawaii and Nicaragua; 
denounces free wool, and demands jus- 
tice for the veteran pensioners; _pro- 
nounces for government aid to the 
Nicaragua cana) project; indorses Joseph B. 
Foraker for next United States Senator from 
Ohio: places McKinley before the next na- 
tional conventicn as Ohio’s unanimous Re- 
publican choice for President, and extends 
the sympathy and condolence uf the conven- 
tion to the family of the dead Secretary of 
State, Walter Q. Gresham. The planks on 
tariff and the money question are as fallows: 


We reaffirm our adherence to the principles of 
the Republican party as defined by the national 
convention in 1892, chief among which are: | 

A protective tariff, which, restoring American 
wages and American products, shall prove the 
highest interests of American laborers and Amer- 
icun development while providing adequate rev- 
enue for the uses of the government; reciprocity, 
which, while seeking and gaining the 
world’s market for our surplus products, shali 
not lower or destroy American wages nor sur- 
render our own markets to foreign commodities 
whieh can be produced at home. ° Fair elections, 
based upon a free ballot and an honest count, 
the safeguard of American institutions, the true 
seuree of public authority. honest money, 
consisting of gold, silver, and paper, 
every doilar as good as any other dollar, and all 
backed by the national faith and honor. We 
favor bimetallism and demand the use of both 
gold and siiver as standard money. either in ac- 
cordance with a ratio to be fixed by an in- 
ternational agreement if that can be obtained, 
or under such restrictions and such provisions, 
to be determined by. legislation, as wiil secure 
maintenance of the parity of values of the two 
metals, so that the purchasing and debt- paying 
power of the dollar, whether of siiver, goid, or 
paper, shall be at all times equal. 

The convention adjourned until 9 o’clock

UN ITE FORTHE RIGHT 


PHILADELPHIANS FORM A STRONG 
SOUND MCJEY LEAGUE. 


Solid Business-Men and the Home Owners 
of the “City of Homes” Opposed to the 
Fallacies of the Free Silverites=-Demo- 
ecrats and Kepublicans Side by Side on 
the Platform—Altgeld’s Minions in the 
County Conventions=Pennsylvania Rail- 
road President's Strong Speech. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 28.—{Special.}—The 
“City of Homes ”’ lifted its voice in behalf of 
all the homes of the land at the Academy of 
Music tonight. The gathering was a dis- 
tinctively representative assembly and in- 
cluded, as the proper demonstration of the 
vital issue called for, all the elements of the 
community, from the wealthiest taxpayer 
to the smallest householder. The question 
of sound money is a problem which, in the 
words of Bacon, comes home to every one’s 
bosom. The gathering was irrespective of 
polities, and was remarkable on that ac- 
count. Side by side sat John Wanamaker 
and Thomas Dolan with Postmaster Carr 
and National Democratic Chairman Harri- 
ty. So it went all down the line. George B. 
Roberts, President of the Pennsylvania rail- 
read company, presided and C. Stuart Pat- 
terson read the resolution, It declared 
as follows: 

‘The queston for the deternfination of the 
country at this time is not that of bimettal- 
lism under international agreement, but it 
is that of silver monometallism, to be 
brought about by the independent action of 
the United States. The free coinage of sil- 
ver is as unnecessary in policy as it is un- 
sound in principle. It .is not needed to re- 
lieve a contraction of the currency, for there 
is now nearly as much money per capita in 
circulation in this country as there has ever 
been in periods of the greatest prosperity. 
In the face of these facts, and in the face 
of the further fact the market ratio of sil- 
ver as compared with gold is more\ than 
thirty to.one, it is now proposed to admit 
silver to free and unlimited coinage at the 
arbitrary ratio of sixteen to one. 

“The adoption of such a policy will not 
only result in vast inflation, but it will also 
be-a debasement of the national currency, 
which must degrade this country to the level 
of the silver standard countries. The intel- 
ligence and the sound sense of the American 
people must be aroused, for when aroused 
they can be relied upon to take such action 
as will avert the threatened calamity; there- 
fore, 

“Resolved, That a sound money league be 
organized in the City of Philadelphia for the 
purpose of assisting the development of an 
intelligent public opinion on the question of 
the currency, and that all citizens be invited 
to become members of the league upon the 
basis of the principles herein set forth.” 

Mr. Patterson's resolution was adopted 
without opposition and the proposed league 
was organized by the election of these offi- 
cers: President, John H. Converse; Vice- 
Presidents, William Wood, Samuel B,. Ship- 
ley, and William D. Windsor; Treasurer, 
George CC. Thomas; Secretary, William Rh. 
Tucker; Executive committee, C. Stuart 
Patterson, Chairman; John P. Green, James 
Weston, N. Parker Shortridge, Charles H. 
Ranes, Eugene Delano, Joseph Wharton, 
William Potter, William M. Singerly, Chas. 
Emory Smith, and Pemberton 8. Hutchin- 
son. 

President Roberts’ Telling Address. 

After tHe resolutions had been adopted 
President Roberts made a brief address in 
which he said: “ It is certainly a sad thing 
to think that a country—a country like ours 
—Which has always stood up and claimed the 
position of one of the nations of the highest 
moral integrity, should have to resort to 
calling public meetings throughout. this 
land to teach the people the fact of moral 
integrity in their coin. Something -seems 
to have been ingrafted in the people from 
the remotest times to the present that 
whenever they desired to do that which was 
unfair or endeavored to do that which was 
not just to others they immediately endeav- 
ored to recompense them with that which 
only represented one-half of what they were 
indebted to them. It is this subject that 
brings me here tonight. If we admit for 
one moment that anything else than a dol- 
lar, representing 1%) cents of our gold, is to 
be that coin ‘with which we are to reimburse 
the laborer whom we have agreed to pay a 
dollar for his day's labor—if we for one mo- 
ment forget that and endeavor to hand out 
to him a piece of white metal which is mere- 
ly a token and represents but one-half of 
the value, then so soon do we forget tha 
which is right between man and man. . 

* Though this subject is so plain to us all 
that have had the opportunity to be brought 
in connection with it during our lives we 
may be pardoned if we feel that it may not be 
plain to others, but I tell you, fellow-ilabor- 
ers in this country, when we come to the 
point of finding that the dollar or dollar 
and a half which you receive for your day’s 
labor, or, if you are a mechanic, a skilled 
laborer, the three, five, or ten dollars which 
you may receive will buy you but one-half 
the amount of flour, or one-half the amount 
of wheat, or one-half the amount of beef, 
then will you begin to ask what does all 
this mean? Money—money, plenty, truly, 
but where isits value? It is gone. The ob- 
ject of this meeting, I may say here tonight, 
if not known to all of you, is for the purpose 
of endeavoring to educate those who have 
not had the opportunity of looking into this 
subject so well as some others in the great 
necessity of adhering strictly to strong 
moral integrity in everything that relates 
to finances, especially of your country. Sac- 
rific yourself, but your country never. I 
now have the pleasure of introducing to you 
Senator Edmunds as the first speaker af 
the evening—Senator Edmunds from Ver- 
mont. It will not be necessary for me to 
say that he is a man of sound money. He 
comes from a State founded upon a solid 
rock,”’ 

Senator Edmunds for Sound Money. 

In the beginning, Mr. Edmunds said that 
the sound-money question must be decided 
by political action, not party action, but 
that kind of action the Romans used to speak 
of when no man was for party, but all 
for the State. Quoting Thomas Jefferson’s 
words that ‘*‘ The whole art of government 
consists in _he art of being honest," he said: 

“That phrase is worthy to be written in 
letters of gold and placed in front of every 
public edifice in every hamlet on the conti- 
nent. In a careful report prepared for the 
benetit of the first Congress Jefferson said 
that the question of difference between the 
values of gold and silver as money was pure- 
ly a commercial question that did not depend 
on legislation or the fancy and taste of man, 
but on commerce, which regulates the price 
of commodities.” 

The speaker then discussed the variation 
in value of the two metals. He said: “If 
any fuith can be put in human experience it 
cought to teach us that we cannot make a giv- 
en amount of silver worth any more when it 
is printed at the mint with the stamp of the 
United States than it was before. When the 
act of 1873 was passed to stop silver coinhge 
all the principle countries of Europe were 
coming to have a single standard—gold. If 
the last Congress had passed March 3, the 
last day of its session, what is now demand- 
ed by the free coinage people every owner 
and producer of silver bullion would take his 
ounce of silver fo the mint—worth 68 48-100 
cents and get $1.20 20-100—and having got 
more than two silver dollars for his ounce of 
silver he would come to the workingman to 
whom he owes for labor and say: ‘If I 
brought it in metal it would have taken ten 
pounds; but I have taken it to a beneficent 
United States office and had it stamped and 
you must take five pounds of it.’ ”’ 


Trenholm’s Forcible Speech. 

After the applause which testified the ap- 
preciation of the venerable ex-Senator’s 
vigorous speech had subsided Chairman 
Roberts introduced ex-Controller of the 
Currency William L. Trenholm as a man so 
well known that he hardly needed an intro- 
duction. Mr. Trenholm forcibly but dis- 
putionately discussed the subject, and said: 

“ We are here tonight because we recog- 
nize the gravity of the situation and appre- 
ciate the importance of doing all we can. to- 
wards bringing about a right solution of the 
free silver coinage question. By-general 
admission the gold idea and the silver idea 
are irreconcilable. A decision as to which is 
the right one can only be reached by rea- 
soning predicated upon the facts and guided 
by logic, It will be found that the issue 
now confronting us has become serious only 
because the two great political parties 
have at one time or another and on one 
place and another courted the support of 
those who entertained or affected to 
entertain the idea that the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars is so essential to the welfare 
and happiness of the people of the United 
States that all other political 
should be subordinate to it.

Ata meeting of 
the Lee County committee a few days ago it 
was resolved not to cal! a convention or to 
send delegates to Springfield. Last week 
Col. Hugh Boyle, Assistant Adjutant General, 
was here presumably to inspect Company G, 
but really for the purpose of inspecting the 
political situation in this county. Since that_ 
time the free silver people say they will not 
only have a county convention but will also 
elect a new County Central committee and re- 
move Col, Hanion because of his refusal to 
call a convention and his stand for honest 
money. 

Champaign, Iil., May 28.—[Special.|—

The north- 
ern terminus will be at Chicago avenue and 
Main gtreet in Evanston, and between the 
two points fully three-fourths of the roadway 
will be either macudam or asphalt pavement. 

The macadam rvadway of. the inner Lakve-

SANTA FE TO DECIDE. 


FATE OF WESTERN POOL BESTS WITH 
REOEIVER WALKER. 


If He Grants Percentage Demands of the 
Gould Roads the: Association May Live, 
Otherwise It Will Go to Smash—John 
M. Egan Keceiver of Oregon Short 
Line—Bad Blow to Union PacificeShorn 
of 7,000 Miles of System It Once Con- 
trolled. 

A determined effort was made yesterday 
by the exe¢titive officers of the roads between 
Chicago, St. Louis, and the Missouri River 
to bring about a reorganization of the West- 
ern division of the traffic pool, admitted to 
be in bad shape. The Missouri Pacific is 
mainiy responsibie for the trouble. By per- 
sistent cutting of rates it has managed to 
carry much more than its ailotted percent- 
age, and, although its percentage was in- 
creased about two months ago, it still 
clamors for more. It has given notice of the 
withdrawal of the Iron Mountain and South- 
ern and still demands an increase over the 
percentage it had for both its Missouri Pa- 
cific and Iron Mountain and Southern lines, 
A collapse of the pool could not be 
averted unless the Missouri Pacific 
demands were complied with, but 
none of the other lines will have their per- 
centages reduced, The Wabash gave notice 
yesterday that it would under no circum. 
stances stand a reduction. The Burlington 
has carried more than its proportion and 
still wants an increase. The Rock Island 
peopie say they get no more than their share. 
The Milwaukee and St. Paul and N orthwest- 
ern nake the same claim. The Santa Fé 
would have to give up a large proportion of 
its present percentage if the Missouri Pacific’s 
appetite for more business is to be appeased. 
It depends, therefore, upon the Santa F6 prin- 
cipally whether the pooi is to continued. Re- 
ceiver Waiker has made so many concessions 
to competing roads in the interest of peace 
and hatmony that there is no telling what he 
maydo, After considerable discussion yester- 
day the whole matter was referred to a 
cummittee of seven, consisting of Keceiver 
Walker of the Santa Fé, Vice-President Rip- 
ley of the Milwaukee and St. Paul, General 
Manager Hayes of the Wabash, Vice-Pres1- 
dent Chappell of the Alton, Vice-President 
Harris of the Burlington, Vice-President 
Warner of the Missouri Pacific, and Vice- 
President Newman of the Northwestern. This 
committee will submit a report on pooling to 
the general meeting at 10:30 this morning. 


JOHN M, EGAN MADE RECEIVER, 


Decision in the Short Line Case as Pre- 
dicted in “ The Tribune.” 

John M. Egan was appointed receiver of 
the Oregon Sbort Line and Utah Northern in 
the United States Court at St. Paul yesterday, 
and as predicted in Taz TripuNg last Mon- 
day. the second mortgage bondholders agreed 
to pay at once the interest due on the first 
mortgage bonds which became due Feb. l, 
1895, and interest on that interest. The de- 
cision isa hard blow for the Union Pacific 
and leaves it only with a mileage.of about 
1,700, while previous to its going into the 
hands of receivers it controlied nearly 8,000 
miles of road and many important steamship 
lines, including a trans-Pacific line, The 
Burlington, Rock Island, and other trans- 
Missouri roads will be greatly benefited by 
the change, as they will now find an outlet to 
the North,Pacific coast via the Oregon Short 
Line on the same terms as the Union Pacific, 

St. Paul, Minn., May 28.—The Oregon 
Short Line and Utah Northern railway or 
such portion of that system as lies within the 
jurisdiction of the Eighth Circuit of the 
United States court will be made over by the 
receivers of the Union Pacific to J. M. Egan, 
the receiver named by Judge Gilbert of the 
Ninth Circuit some time ago. The transfer 
will be made with some limitations and con- 
ditions named by Judge Sanborn today. 

Judge Sanborn deciines to make any pro- 
vision in the order other than that contained 
in Judge Gilbert’s order with reference to 
the issuance of receivers’ certificates. The 
amount of interest due Feb. 1 was $447,000. 
Similar applications will be made in San 
Francisco and Portland for. the portions of 
the road in the other circuits. 


FAILED TO EARN EXPENSES, 


Statement for April Shows a 
‘ Material Deficit. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Burling- 
ton about a week ago declared a quarterly 
Givicen of 1 per cent, there is no indication 
of the company earning enough to pay the 
dividend. Itdid not come within $19,707 
of earning operating expenses and charges in 
April. The deficit since Jan, 1, 1895, now 
amounts to $280,273, which sum will have 
to be made good before there is any surplus 
for dividends. Unless business materially 
improves at once and thereis a good crop 
year there is no prospect of the Burlington 
paying any more dividends for some time to 
coine.. There is a net decrease ior April of 
$62,781. The loss is ali on freight traffic. 
The passenger business appears to be picking 
up.

NO LAW AND NO DISCRIMINATION, 


Important Decision Rendered by Iowa Su- 
preme Court, 

Des Moines, la., May ‘28.—[Special. |—In 
the Supreme Court, in the case of Isaac 
Gatton vs. The Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cic railroad, a decision was rendered today af- 
fecting the right to recover for freight dis- 
crimination previous to the passage of the 
inter-State commerce law. It was held that 
there is no national common law. and that 
nothing but an act of Congress could prevent 
discrimination. The plaintiff was a shipper 
of stock, and he alieged he paid full rates on 
all his shipment, while, during the same time, 
other shippers: had the benefit of rebates 
amounting t> $17 acar. He asked for judg- 
mentin $10,000. The railroad company 
pleaded the statute of limitation, inter-State 
commerce, and finally that as there was no 
law of Congress on the subject there could be 
no discrimination. The case has attracted 
wide attention iu lowa and if it had succeed- 
ed many similar actions wouid have been 
commenced and old-time shippers might 
have wrecked the road.

TO HAVE MORE HELP. 


THIRTY-EIGHT NEW MEN FOR THE 
CHIOAGO POSTOFFICE. 


Postmaster Hesing Has Been Notified of 
Changes to Be Made That Will Result 
ina Much Needed IncreasemReal Ef- 
fect of the Berliner Patent Decision Is 
Still Uncertain in Some Points—Failure 
to Establish a Permanent Danger Signal 
in the Atlantic. 


Wasuineton, D. D., May 28,—[Special. ]— 
The Postoffice Department has ndtified the 
Chicago Postmaster of an important change 
in the clerical force of his office by which 
twenty-six new clerks wiil be added to his 
force and twelve more, now engaged in what 
is known asthe ‘‘tiner distribution” on the 
railroads entering Chicago, will be called in 
for work in the home office. This change will 
be accomplished by the transfer of twenty- 
six clerks from the roster! of the Chicago of.- 
fice to that of the Second Assistant Postmas. 
ter-General, and they hereafter will be borne 
on the rolls of the railway mail service. For 
some time there have been thirty-eight clerks 
detailed from the Chicago office for work in 
postal cars entering Chicago to distribute the 
mail for the Chicago office so that it could be 
at once sent to the branch stations. It has 
now been decided to transfer twenty-six of 
these to the railway mail. service permanent- 
ly, the other twelve returning to the office. 
As there will be twenty-six new cierks ap- 
pointed in lieu of those transferred it prac- 
tically increases the force of the Chicago 
Postoffice thirty-eight men. The same ar- 
rangements have been made in New York, 
where seventeen men were so transferred. 
and fh St. Louis, Providence, Boston, and 
other cities. 

The real effect of the Berliner Telephone de- 
cision is still a matter of some doubt because 
of the many questions which are yet capabie 
of being raised, and officials of the Patent 
Office refuse to express any opinion whether 
the life of the patent isreally prolonged un- 
til 1908, or whether the patents are such as 
interfere with those of rival companies. 
There is still doubt whether foreign patents 
have not been granted for the Berliner de. 
vices which will terminate the life of the 
American patent within a much shorter 
period than the seventeen years allowed 
by American law where no foreign pateut 
has been granted. The lower courts rebuked 
in an emphatic manner the action of the tele- 
phone people as well as of the Patent Office 
for the long delay on the Berliner devices. It 
is thought not impossible that the Supreme 
Court will sustain the action of the telephone 
people as being within the extreme limits of 
their legal rights and will limit their con- 
demnation to the former administration of 
the Patent Office for its long failure to act. 

Information was received at the Light. 
House Board this afternoon of another disas- 
ter to the experimental beacon at Outer Dia- 
mond Shoals off Cape Hatteras. Ever since 
the conqueror of the Merrimac went down off 
its treacherous shores just after the war ef- 
forts have been made to mark this dangerous 
spot witha signal. Borings have been made 
to a depth of 100 feet, but no solid founda- 
tion could be reached’ beneath the shifting, 
sands. Finally a four-posted iron  bea- 
con was made comparatively stationary 
and ~ secure, This feat was accom- 
plished about a year ago and the beacon has 
been in position until this month, when the 
sands have again proven victorious. It seems 
that nothing of a permanent nature can be 
established on these shoals. Inasmuch as the 
beacon which is just reported unsafe has been 
in position for nearly a year it was thought at 
last the problem had been solvéd and a light 
would soon have been displayed. But this 
idea has been abandoned and Outer Diamond 
Shoals will continue to be dreaded by all 


navigators.

Weather Conditions Favor the Long Side of 
the Grain Markets—Plenty of Reports of 
Damage to Wheat and Oats—Shorts in 
Vats Are Frightened—Keceipts of Corn 
Continue Heavy—Cables Indicated Easy 
Foreign Markets — Street Produce and 
Other Market Quotations.

. Yesterday was a day of héavy selling both

Towards the close 
the feeling among the iatter class of talent) 
became a trifie panicky when prices were 
mounting upward along with the'final bulge 
in wheat. The dawn of the morning brought 
in decidedly bullish crop news from nearly 
all the oats territory, especially the West 
and Northwest, whére hot, dry winds were 
said to be adding rapidly to conditions that 
were unfavorable to start with. For the 
first time fhis season Iowa contributed its 
quota of oats crop killers. Nebraska dis- 
patches were in some cases worse. Farmers 
on the floor who had just/arrived from 
various parts of Illinois were felling all sorts 
of hard-luck stories. They reported that a 
louse was at work at the roots of the plant, 
in addition to the chinch bug, while the 
drought alone was bad enough. The market 
~ opened all the way frome higher than 
the weak close of Monday and advanced 
steadily, with an occasional slight reaction, 
till it assumed the proportions of a flurry.

As 
against those sellers there are a lot of buy- 
ers who have made up their minds that the 
market’offers possibilities of much higher 
prices. Comparisons with old-time figures 
are beginning to be heard.

The quotation 
touched 295 yesterday. The closing price 
was 2044. 

The general market had a number of ad- 
vances to show. The industrials continue 
to develop strength. The boasts of the Dia- 
mond Match bulls that the stock is to.be 
put to 140 this week were in a measure 
realized, a quotation of 137 being made. The 
stock closed at 136% for the second account 
and 135 regular. Strawboard is decidedly 
strong. It got up to 45% for the June ac- 
count and closed at the top, with the price 
for regular following close after the ac- 
count. New York Biscuit again advanced 
sharply, and the advance brought out only 
a few scattering shares. The stock sold up 
to 73%, and, like many others, closed at the 
top. 

Throughout all the activity and strength 
in the general market the elevated stocks 
passed unnoticed. Transactions were few 
and quotations heavy. There was little de- 
mand for Metropolitan bonds, and considera- 
ble quiet bull talk is beginning to be heard 
on Metropolitan securities generally. The 
friends of those securities argue that the 
present quotation for the, stock is really on 
a basis as low as if default had been made 
on the interest, while as a matter of fact 
the traffic is steadily increasing, and, con- 
sidering the small portion of the system as 
yet in operation, is entirely satisfactory.

NEW OONDITIONS A FEATURE OF 
ONE OF LLOYDS’ POLIOIES. - 


Suits Against the Attorneys and Managers 
to Be Accepted by Subscribers as Fix- 
ing Their Individual Responsibility= 
Many Lloyds Now Pay Commissions=— 
New York Companies Watching the 
Bowery-Palatine Tangle«Testimony in 
the Pope Murder Case at Detroit. 

One of the fire Lloyds of New York has 
adopted a new feature in its policies which 
overcomes one of the principal objections 
heretofore raised against Lloyds. Under the 
terms of their policies suit against the axtor- 
neys is the same as if brought against each 
underwriter separately, and each under- 
writer agrees to abide the result of any suit 
so brought, as fixing his individual respon- 
sibility thereunder. There is no reason why 
such conditions should not apply in all 
Lloyds policies. Trouble has been experi- 
enced in the past where there has been a 
dispute over a loss, in that suit Would have 
to be brought against every subscriber to the 
Lioyds. 

There was a sample of this difficulty ina 
recent dispute over a loss in which a Lloyds 
‘was interested. Suit was brought against 
one of tH subscribers and judgment ren- 
dered for the assured. The amount of the 
claim was $1,000 and there were 100 subscrib- 
ers. The court held the individual subscrib- 
er was liable only for his proportion of the 
loss, which was $10. In order to Obtain the 
full Amount of the loss it would have been 
necessary for the policy-holder to have sued 
each subscriber individually, and-the result 
was the policy-holder became disgusted and 
would have dropped the matter had the 
Lloyds not offered to compromise. Another 


feature of the new policy is the stipulation ; 


that in the event of loss the company wili 
accept and pay on the adjustment accepted 
by the majority of companies interested and 
having authorized agencies in the State in 
which the loss occurs. 

Many of the Lloyds are making offers of 
commissions for business written. Com- 
missions to agents is the great bugaboo on 
which many of the Lloyds have secured 
business. Where commissions are offered 
by these associations there is not much left 
on which to base an argument in their favor. 


WILL HAVE TO KEEP ITS AGREEMENT. 


New York Companies Interested in the 
Palatine-Bowery Tangle. 

New York, May 28..—[{Special.] —All the 
companies are interestedly awaiting the 
outcome of the Palatine-Bowery tangle, hut 
nothing officially in regard to the matter 
is reported. it is now firmly believed the 
Palatine will have to adhere to the terms 
of its reinsurance and carry the Bowery 
business, 

The recent changes in two of the fire in- 
Surance companies here have led to a re- 
capitulation among insurance circles of the 
companies that have reinsured and retired 
during the last year. It is computed that 
of the companies engaged in fire, life, and 
casualty insurance there have been four 
stock, three mutuals, and four Lloyds which 
have dissolved.

Man Who Palmed Offa Bogus Corpse Ad- 
mits It in Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 28.—The trial of 
Herman Mudgett, alias H. P. Holmes, alias 
Howard, on the charge of conspiring to de- 
fraud the Fidelity Mutual Life Association 
out of $10,000 by the imposition of a corpse 
as that of Benjamin F. Pietzel, was brought 
to an abrupt ending today when the pris- 
oner pleaded guilty. Sentence was deferred. 


Testimony in the Pope Murder Case. 

Detroit, Mich.,«@May 28.—Insurance agents 
representing various life concerns took the 
witness state in Mrs, Pope’s murder trial 
today. They testified to a number of poli- 
cies taken out by Mrs. Pope upon her hus- 
band’s life. In one or’ two instances it was 
shown the policies were canceled because 
the insurance men believed Mrs. Pope had 
designs upon her husband’s life.

WALTER QUINTON GRESHAM, 

The Premier of the national admunistra- 
tion, gallant soldier, upright Judge, and 
patriotic statesman, bas passed away in the 
prime of his life and intellectual power. 
Tue Tripune has already dwelt exhaustively 
upon every phase of his career, in the field, 
upon the bench, and in the Cabinet, and it 
now only remains to touch upon some of his 
most conspicuous traits of character to com- 
plete the record of his honorable and useful 
life—his really great career. 

One of the strongest characteristics of 
Judge Gresham was his plainness of expres- 
sion and simplicity of speech and directness 
of thought, In all the relations of life ne was 
absolutely unsecretive. He did not believe 
in the diplomatic maxim that. language was 
invented to conceal thought or purpose. He 
always believed what he said and said what 
he believed. He held back little if dnything. 
He never had the diplomatic method in ac- 
tion or expression, The conviction which he 
held he was sure to express in the bluntest 
and most direct style of expression. If he 
had dislikes or prejudices or suspicions they 
came out in the same way. He was not a 
hypocrite or a trimmer. Whether his ideas 
were popular or unpopular he gave expres- 
sion to them openly and courageously. He 
had less of concealment than any man of his 
generation who has held as high politica! po- 
sitions: and it will be remembered that he 
was not alone the Premier of the Cleveland 
administration but had held two Cabinet po- 
sitions in the Arthur administration, and was 
twice appointed a United States Judge and 
was a Major-General in the civil war. 

It was this fearlessness as to the expression 
of his convictions, combined with unflinching 
uprightness of purpose and high sense of 
justice, that gave him such an enviable repu- 
These qualities were spe- 
cially illustrated in his decision in the famous 
Wabash cage, when he squelched Jay Gould's 
monstrous scheme of diverting the earnings 
of the system of roads and its heavily mort- 
gaged branches into the pockets of Gould 
and his gang, after having pliced a 50 million 
mortgage on the system ana stocked it 50 
million more, while thousands of unpaid em- 
ployés suffered. Judge Gresham not only 
removed the receivers appointed by the Kan- 
sas court, who had proved themselves heart- 
less and unworthy stewards, and selected 
honest receivers in their places, but he or-

path. He did not hesitate an instant. He 
siinply decided his course was lawful and 
right and followed it, and this was the stand- 
ard which he applied to all his actions, 

He defended his course in voting for Mr. 
Cleveland by the same rule. Unquestionably 
he did not like Mr. Harrison personally for 
causes unnecessary to state, and he liked 
the McKin'‘ey bill still less. He contended 
that the Republican party platform of 1888 
had advocated a revision of the tariff and not 
a general increase of duties, aad it had not 
been done. He was a moderate protectionist 
in Arthur's Cabinet, as Arthur was himself, 
and as far as is known he died with the same

As to the foreign policy of Cleveland being 
also that of Gresham there is good reason for 
the belief that Cleveland in his imperious 
manner dictated the policy and Judge Gresh- 
am was left with the alternative of carrying 
it out or of resigning the Premiership. For 
various reasons he did not think it proper to 
resign. If he had been given a free rein in

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WHY GRESHAM VOTED FOR CLEVELAND. 


Just prior to the election of 189% the fal-_j 


lowing personal .etter from Judge Gresham 
was inade public: : 

Chicago, Ii1., Oct. 27.—Bluford Wilson, Spring: 
field, lil.—Dear Major: I bave your letter of 
the 2lstinst. I did tell you at Springfield that, 
after mature reflection, I had datermined to vote 
for Mr. Cleveland this fall, because | agreed in the 
main with his views on the tariff and did not be- 
lieve in the princip!es embodied in the McKinley 
bill. lI adhere to that determination and have 
said nothing indicating a change of purpose. 

Republicans were pledged tw a reduction of 
the war tariff jong before 1888, and during the 
campaign of that year the pledge was renewed 
with emphasis again and again. Instead of 
keeping that promise the McKinley bill was 
passed, imposing still higher duties, It was 
passed in the interest of favored classes, and not 
for the benefit of the whole people. It neither 
enhanced the price of farm products nor bene- 
fited labor. Wages are and ever will be regu- 
lated by supply and demand. Duties were im- 
posed upon some articles so high as to destroy 
competition and foster trusts and monopolies. 
I think you will agree with me that this was an 
abandonment of the doctrine of moderate inci- 
dental protection. 

It is not true that, with my 
sent, the President was asked to appoint 
any oflice. 

[t is not trae that I requested any one to say or 
do anything to obtain the Republican nomina- 
tion this year. 

It is not frue that [ voted for Mr. Cleveland in 
1888. I voted the Republican ticket at every 
election since the party was organized, except in 
1864, when I was not able to go to the polla.

The McKinley law was not the sole hy 
for the preference of Cleveland to Harrison. 
Judge Gresham believed that the men who 
were his friends had been ‘*turned down’’ by 
Harrison simply because they were his friends, 
although in Indiana and other States they did 
allin their power for the election of Gen. Har- 
rison, Without the cordial codperation of the 
Gresham cohorts Indiana could not have been 
carried for Harrison, nor could Illinois. It 
is believed Judge Gresham voted all the Re- 
publican ticket in 1892 except foy President. 

While Judge Gresham was opposed to the 
McKinley law, he was not in favor of the sub- 
sequent Wilson bill. One was high and 
the other too low. He always was a moderate 
protectionist, who wished to keep in the mid- 
die of the road on that question. He was not 
the friend of excessive tariff duties, which 
breed monopolies and trusts, and which iessen 
the revenues of the government by prohibit- 
ing imports. Nor was he the friend of re- 
duced duties, which lower the wage scale of 
wageworkers, and force them to work harder 
forsmaller pay. He favored a tariff that 
would produce sufficient revenue and ade. 
quate protection to the industrial classes. He 
looked with equal disfavor on prohibitory 
protection and on freetrade. He 
clared that he was for a tariff which gave ad- 
exjuate protection and furnished a sufficient 


revenue.

DEES IS BLUE. 

The President of the American Railway 
Union talks very gloomily about the decision 
of the Supreme Court in his case and seems 
to think that the republic has gone to smash 
because he is going to jail. It is natural that 
he should take a pessimistic view of things, 
because his occupation and that of other men 
of the same classis gone. They have lost 
their bread and butter. They can no longer 
stir up dupes to insurrection and be paid by 
those dupes for leading them astray and get- 
ting them into trouble. It has been decided 
that the judge is mightier than the anarch- 
istic walking delegate. Naturally this is not 
pleasant news for the latter. 

But when the revolutionists of last July say 
that the effect of this decision is to put a 
quietus on strikes, meaning thereby that they 
have been declared unlawful, they say what is 
not true. When they defined a strike last 
year they said it was a concerted, peaceful 
cessation of labor to make an employer grant 
better wages or better conditions of labor. 
Such a strike was not unlawful then, nor is it 
now. There is nothing in this latest decision 
which makes it impossibie for a railroad man 
to quit work wheh dissatisfied with the terms 
of employment. If he has madea contract 
to work for a certain lengthof time and 
breaks it he can be sued for damages, and if 
he has any property may'be made to. pay 
damages. But he cannot be prosecuted crim- 
inally, nor can he be made to work against 
his will, 

If, however, Debs and Howard mean bya 
‘* peaceful strike ’’ one where men who do not 
wish to work take up stones, coupling-pins. 
and other weapons ard drive from their en- 
gines men who do wish to work, then the Su- 
preme Court has said such a strike is unlaw- 
ful. It never was otherwise, but the Debsites 
did not appreciate that fact a year ago as they 
donow. Last year’s strike was.a sympathet- 
ic, causeless, and violent one, which extended 
from here to San Francisco, and was marked 
by lawless features from one end of the route 
to the other. The Supreme Court has said 
that kind of a strike must not be tolerated. 
That is no new deliverance. That has been 
the Jaw always. Unfortunately the law has 
not always been as well enforced as it was 
last summer, 

Debs says “State rights are practically 
eliminated.’”’ Notatall. They are the same 
they were last July, but national rights have 
been upheld. “Every Federal Judge” has 
not been made “a Czar,”’ but the power of a 
Federal Judge to punish for contempt law- 
breakers who will not heed his warnings and 
drop their weapons has been vindicated. Men 
who obey injunctions will not suffer. The 
right of a citizen to a trial by his peers is not 
broken down, and the “death kneil of the 
wage system”’ has not been rung. Every- 
thing will go on just as before, with the

DISMEMBERMENT OF UNION PACIFIC. 
The first step in the dismemberment of the 
once great and famous Union Pacific railway

system has been taken. The application of) 


the Oregon Short Line and Utah Northern for 
separate receivership is granted, The ar- 
rangement includes the payment of overdue 
interest coupons on prior liens. When the 
change is made there will remain to the Union 
Pacific systern only about 1,700 miles of 
road out of the more than 7,600 miles of 


land line‘and many thousands of miles of 


water lines, including a trans-Pacific fleet, 
which was coutrolled by the giant monopoly 
in the days of its greatest power. The auxil- 
iuries originally were built up partly by the 
misdirected earning: of the Union Pacific 
rroper, and then with money obtained by the 
issue of bonds. They have broken down one 
after another and pa+sed into the hands of re- 
ceivers, the courts allowing the second anort- 
gage bondholders to foreclose, subject, of 
course, to the rights of parties holding prior 
liens. 

This is a disruption of the terrible monopo- 
ly that held in its ‘octopus-like grasp the 
whole region included in a breadth of two 
States extending all the way from the Mis- 
souri River to the Pacific Ocean, and sucked 
the life blood out of the people of ten States 
and ‘Territories by its extortions in connec- 
tion with the Central Pacific. Its colossal 
power of nearly thirty years’ duration is brok- 
en. The separation of the Union Paenfic, 
Denver and Gulf railway, the Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation company, the Oregon 
Short Line, and the Uteh Northern railways, 
practically establishing these old auxiliaries 
as independent railroad systems, has changed 
the entire face of the railroad situation in the 
Far West. It has killed off a vast interior 
monopoly in Utah, Idaho, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, and Oregon and opened up the way for 
other great lines to compete for the business. 

As the final outcome to this separation the 
main trunk line soon must be turned over to 
the United States, to protect its second mort- 
gage lien, or be abandoned by the govern- 
ment to the first mortgage holders, their 
claims aggregating some 37 million doilars. 
The latter horn of the dilemma hardly will be 
adopted, If the first be taken hold of what 
will the government do with its 1,060 miles 
of single, naked track, beginning on the 
western bank of the Missouri, opposite Coun- 
cil Bluffs, and ending at Ogden? The line as 
it stunds is almost useless, having only dubi- 
ous terminals and no iateral conucctions to 
heip it compete with other important lipes at 
every’ principal point in its whole 
extent. After paying off the 37 mill- 
ions first mortgage indebted ness, 
money which was absorbed by the 
conspirators who built the line with the pro- 
ceeds of bonds obtained from the United 
States, it might be deemed necessary to do 
the same thing with the 883 miles west of 
Ogden which run through the rich valleys of 
the Pacific slope and down to the seaboard. 
But even then the line would have no outlet 
to the ocean, except as terms therefor could 
be made with the “ Big Four’ interests, 
which robbed the people through the Na- 
tional Treasury and then acted the part of 
robber barons on them at their homes, It 
perhaps might be thought most advisable to 
construct an independent line over the 800 
miles of stretch between Colfax and the ocean, 
as otherwise the present main line hardly 
could be expected to earn more than its oper- 
ating expenses, 

So the situation is in bad shape—for the 
government. Whatever course it may adopt 
it will have to assume a vast responsibility 
laid upon it by the seoundrelly action of the 
conspirators, who deliberately set to work to 
loot the National Treasury for their own 
enormous profit and then used the lines as 
means for monstrous oppression of the peo- 
But the culmination of the steal is not 
without its cheering aspect. It breaks up an 
infernal monopoly, at least as far west as 
Ogden, and though the Central Pacific still 
holds its grip on the broad and fertile areas 
on the west side of the Sierra Nevadas all 
east of that is open toa new and previously 
unheard of development. The mining, agri- 
cultural, and other resources of the region 
between the Missouri and the Sierras doubt- 
less will be developed at a rapid rate, Old 
lines of railroad will push out extensions 
into those areas and new ones rush to occupy 
portions of it, One of the most cheering 
statements made in connection with the sub- 
ject is that it seems to be a settied policy that 
the men who managed the old Union Pat}tic 
and helped to steer it to its ruin, though only 
as subordinates, are to be compelled to stand 
aside in favor of a new, practical, and pro- 
gressive régime.

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SHERMAN FOR HONEST MONEY, 

Senator Sherman’s speech was a prominent 
feature of the Ohio Republican State conven- 
tion yesterday. He spoke of the tariff and 
the free silver delusion. In regard to the lat- 
ter he held that both gold and silver are in- 
dispensable to the wants of mankind, but the 
great buik of silver renders it not available 
for large payments, either at home or abroad, 
while the superior value of gold makes it in- 
applicabie for use in the minor wants of men. 
He said some other nations have adopted the 
silver standard alone, not from choice but 
from poverty; and stated his belief that the 
policy of the United States, adopted in 1853, 
of coining fractional silver coins in limited 
quantities from silver bullion purchased at 
market priceand making them legal tender 
for small sums is the oaly way to preserve 
the parity of gold and silver coias ata fixed 
ratio, This is properly ‘called ** bimetallic 
money.’’ and’ he hoped the common interest 
of the commercial nations will lead them 
either to adopt a new ratio based on the mar- 
ket value of the metals or to coin them and 
maintain them at their present ratio, 

The Senator said the free coinage of silver 
is urged by the producers of the. white metal 
and by men who wish to pay their debts in 
cheaper money than they promised to pay. 
This means the single standard of silver and 
the demonetization of gold. Itis the degra- 
dation of our dollar to 50 cents and the repu- 
diation of one-half of all debts, public atid 
private. It confers no favors on producers 
of any kind, whether of the farm, the work- 
shop, or the mine, for if they got nominaliy 
more doliars for their productions their ad- 
ditional! dollars would have only one-half the 
purchasing power of the dollarin gold. The 
great. hardship of this policy would fall upon 
workmen, skilled and unskilled, whose daily 
wage, measured by the present standard, is 
higher than in any other country of the world, 
Their wages will purchase more of the neces- 
saries of life than the wages paid for simiiar 
labor anywhere outside the United States. It 
is false pretense that the cheapening of money 
would be beneficial to them, 

The Republican party, in its platform of

Failed to Change Lincoln's Question to 
Douglas. 


Editor Atkins in the Freeport (Ill.) Journal: 
We recently printed an article by Joseph Medill 
| Editor CurcAGo TRIBUNE] containing his recol- 
Jecuions of the joint debate between Abraham 
Lincoln and Stephen A, Douglas in Freeport, 
Aug. 27, 1858. We were presentin a room inthe 
Brewster House on that day when Elihu B, 
Washburne and Norman B. Judd enjeavored to 
dissuade Mr. Lineoin from asking his second 
question, because, as Mr. Washburne and Mr. 
Judd urged, Mr. Douglas would reply that slav- 
ery couid be exciuded from a Territory under bis 
doctrine of “popular sovereignty,” and he 
would take the crowd with him, and weuld de- 
feat Mr. Lineoin as a candidate for the 
United States Senatorship from ({liinois, and, as 
nearly as wecan now remember, Mr. Lincoln, 
after listening patiently to ail Mr. Washburne 
and Mr. Judd had to say, replied as follows: 
** Well, I do not know what answer Mr. Dougias 
will make; but if he answers that siavery ca@mmnet 
be exciuded from a Territory | will beat him in 
illinois and be elected Senator; and if he answers 
as you say he wil!, and as I now think he will, 
that slavary can be excluded from a Territory, he 
will beat me for Senator, but Ae will never ve 
elected Pvresident.”” Mr. Lineoln persisted ina 
asking that question against the protest of his 
political friends, and Mr. Douglas did 
reply, as it was predicted that he would, 
that under bis doctrine of “ pupular sover- 
eignty " slavery couid be excluded from a Terri- 
tory, and he did defeat Mr. Lincoin for Senator; 
but that answerof Mr. Douglas to the question 
put to him at Freeport by Mr. Lincoln put Mr. 
Douglas directly in antagonism with the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United, States in the 
Dred Scott case, and lost him forever the support 
of the Democrats of the siavehviding States, and 
Mr. Liucoln bimself *‘won the place that Mr. 
Dougias was piaying for.”’ and became President 
of the United States. If Mr. Lincoln had taken 
the urgent advice of Joseph Medill, Norman & 
Judd, and Elibu B. Washburre it is not like’? 
that Mr. Lincoin weuld ever have been President 
Mr. Lincoln was a statesman, and he had the 
courage of his convictions, and he became Presi- 
dent by following his own judgment and reject- 
ing the advice of his political friends. 

rit Mr. Lincoln in asking this second question 
was thinking of his own and of Douglas’ Presi- 
dential prospects rather than of the Senatorship 
it ought to have made no difference tohim which 
way Douglas answered it as fac as killing his 
Presidential chances was concerned. The 
answer Douglas did make alienated the South 
and Douglas was defeated. But if he had 
answered the question the other way, while 
Douglas would bave iost the Senatorship, he 
would not have estranged the South and would 
have been the candidate of the united Democracy 
in 1860. He could nut have been elected, how- 
ever. He would bave been defeated, and by 
Mr. Lineoln. Had the latter been sent to the 
Senate in 1858-59 and had an opportunity to 
show his abilities there would not have been the 
least difficuity about his nomination in 1860, 
Norcould Douglas have been electeti on a platform 


declaring that siavery could not be excluded from 4 


a Territory until after it had become a State, for 
on that platform he could not have carried a 
single Northern State, not even New Jersey. Lin- 
coln would have carried all the States Fremont 
did without difficulty, and would have added to 
them California. Indiana, Illinois, Pennsylvania 
New Jerssy. Minnesota, and Oregon. Fre- 
mont got 114 electoral votes, Buchanan 174, and 
Fillmore 8. The total number of electoral votes 
in 1860 was 303—152 being necessary to achoice, 
If Lineoln in addition to Fremont’s 114 had 
gained Pennsy!vania’s 27, Minnesota’s 4, and In- 
diana’s 13 he would have had 158, and could 
have been elected without either: llhinois, Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, or New Jersey. The only States 
which Lincoln won because of the split in the 
Democracy were California and Oregon.

GREAT EVENT AT YALE 


YOUNG NORMAN WILLIAMS WAS 
“STRUOK,” BUT DIDN’T HIT BAOK. 


What ‘Excited the Campus and Is Still 
Causing Talk=The Loves of Nordica=

New York Tribune of Sunday: The Yale 
campus is still agitated with the excitement 
of one of the most exciting weeks of the col- 
lege year. The event of the week, which 
makes it at once so trying and so important, 
is the giving out of elections to the famous 


senior societies. 

The cerernony has grown more interesting 
and exciting with the great growth of Yale 
in the last few years. The number of candi- 
dates in the junior class has doubled. At

The 
Italia, commenting on the result, says: ** The 
Ministers have not obtained the result ex- 
pected.”’ 

The Voce Della Verita declares the result is 
rather a reverse for the governinent than a 
victory.

They 
wou'd hardly be able to recognize the men 
again, although they say they were rather 
tough looking. The man's pockets were 
rifled of everything which might lead to his 
identificatian. 


NO SETTLEMENT OF STRIKE IN SIGHT. 


Brickmakers Are Still Out and a Brick 
Famine Approaches. 

The brickmakers’ strike seems farther from 
settiement than ever. The conference of the 
Joint Arbitration: committee yesterday 
amounted to nothing.

Building all 
over the city ise being delayed for want of 
brick, and thousands of workinen have been 
thrown out of employment. A “brick 
famine’ is already apparent. Unless the 
trouble is speedily adjusted over 100,000 
workmen inthe buliding trades will be af- 
fected.

It was at first 
thought there was some question as to the 
possibility of the property-owners restraining 
them in any improvement or change 
which they intend to make on the property in 
But it is now said the property- 
owners have been advised that the Commis- 
sioners’ powers are limited, and that it isa 
question which only the courts can determine, 
whether they have the right to destroy trees 
which have cost the taxpayers a large sum of 
money, and ia addition to that to so alter the 
character of the boulevard, as it is alleged 
will be done, as to depreciate the value of tne 
property abutting on it.

PASEY COULD NOT STAND THE JAIL, 


He Is Released by “Judge Seaman Because 
of Its Unsanitary Condition. 

Another prisoner in the Cook County Jail 
has been set at liberty on account of the un- 
sanitary condition of the place. He is Juror 
Johu Casey, committed'for thirty days by 
Judge Seaman of the United States Court for 
contempt last Friday. Representations were 
made to Judge Seaman yesterday afternoon 
by relatives and friends of Mr. Casey of the 
bad condition of the jail. Judge Seaman said 
it was not the first time he had heard such re- 
ports, and he was satistied that the place was 
all that had been represented, and he 
issued an order for the release of 
Casey. During the present term 
of the Criminal Court there has 
hardly teen a prisoner brought over to the 
Marshal’s office awaiting his*trial but who 
nas complained bitterly of the conditions sur- 
rounding him, the character of the food, tne 
treatment of the guards, and the filth and dirt 
that incumber the premises. Marshal Arnold 
has been powerless to afford any relief. Had 
not Judge Grosscup been taken ill while in 
California there is no doubt but that long ago 
the United States prisoners would have been 
removed to another jail. Corhplaint has been 
made to him and he expressed his intention 
of making a pemonal investigation and of 
taking some action in the matter. He is ex- 
pected to return home next week, when his 
attertion will be called to the complaints and 
the Marshal expects that he will take some 
action before he leaves the city for the suim- 
mer.

Woman Found in, the Lake Believed to 
Have an Unknown History.

Of his guests there are two avowed candi- 
dates for the Republican nomination for 
President—Gov. McKinley and ex-Speaker 
Reed. Both are expected to be ih New York 


tomorrow morning. 

Gov. McKinley has run away from 
convention, which is being held at this early 
date to nominate candidates for important 
offices. This convention also is ex- 
pected to take action regarding its candi- 
date for Predident next year. and when 
Gov. McKinley enters **Col.”’ Depew’s house 
tomorrow night he will be probably the first 
Presigential candidate who forimally has been 
put before the people by a State convention. 
Mr. Reed has been in and around the city for 
some ti.ne and his friends have been keeping 
a close watch on the movements of ex-l’resi- 
dent Harrison and Gov, Mortun. 

“Coi.”’ Depew says his dinner will be 
a private one and that there will be no 
speeches, except such as are inspired by the 
coffee and cigars. He also says that he will 
not feel the ends of the dinner Knives nor re- 
move the forks .atter the second or third 
course. He does pot think that this will be 
at all necessary. He expects there will be 
nothing but harmony and consequently hap- 
piness. 

Gov. McKinley has engaged apartments at 
the Windsor Hotel, where he stays when in 
New York. 

Gen. Harrison will return to New York to- 
morrow from his trip to West Point. Gov. 
Morton wili leave Albany tomorrow morning 
and reach his hotel, the Renaissance, in the 
afternoon. The Governor is not bothering 
himself over the Presidency. 

Ex-Speaker Reed does not go toa hotel, 
and no one will know of nis presence in town 
until he walks up the steps at Coi. Devew’s 
home. The Governor may not finally be at 
Mr. Depew’s ‘dinner. but he is expected. 
With ex-President Harrison, Gov. McKinley, 
and other leading men he will review the 
parade, 

‘¢Col.”” Depew promises there will be noth- 
ing but happiness at his dinner, and he says 
that no physicians or ambulances have been 
engaged. Few imagine that Depew himself 
has abandoned all hope that the Presidential 
lightning may yet strike him. Yet withouta 
blush Mr. Depew said today: 

‘*T am a peacemaker and I night and day 
carry an olive branch in my hand. I always 
demand harmony even if [ have to fight for 
it, and I have invariably discovered that. the 
banquet board is the best place to bury ani- 
mosity.”’ 


NOT SORRY THAT BYRNE IS GONE, 


Roosevelt Thinks the New York Police 
Will Be Benefited, 

New York, May 28.—[Special.]—Mulberry 
street is finding its feet today. It is adjust- 
ing itself to the new idea that it can get 
along without Inspector Brynes. The sur- 
prise of some of the old men to find things 
running as heretofore was sometimes amus- 
ing. They still insisted the crooks would 
comé back in shoals when they heard the 
news, and took a gloomy sort of satisfac- 
tion in reading the .newspaper accounts af 
the mysterious murder in Fifty-sixth street, 
and in pointing out that it occurred at the 
precise moment when Byrnes was retired. 
Someone had said that Byrnes’ retirement 
had disorganized the force. ‘ Disorgan- 
ized,”’ said President Roosevelt; ‘* nonsense! 
Say for me that instead of disorganized, the 
police force is now reorganized. There was 
never a time when the foes of order had rea- 
son to fear the police as they have today. 
Say it from me!’ and Mr. Roosevelt shut 
his teeth with a snap. ‘‘ Half the work is 
done,’ said he. ‘*‘ You tear down the old 
house before you put up the new. As tothe 
men we detailed to the high offices yester- 
day and as to those to be appointed hereafter 
they will know that their staying in them 
will depend upon themselves. They are 
there to prove their fitness. If they can 
prove it they stay; otherwise not.’’ And Mr. 
Roosevelt turned to his mail without one 
word of Byrnes. 

Slowly the question of the coming man is 
forcing itself to the surface. In the mael- 
strom that engulfed Byrnes no other face is 
clearly visible. There is considerable talk 
today ef Capt. Moses Cortright. Neither 
the Captains detailed to Inspectorships nor 
the Acting Chief of today were appointed 
by the Commissioners. They were simply 
detailed. They are on probation to prove 
their fitness in the sense, President Roose- 
velt said, but they were not officially ap- 
pointed.on probation. The new head of the 
detective office has not yet been chosen. 
Detective Sergeant McClosky remains in 
charge for the present. 

President Roosevelt said the board would 
xo right ahead with its work of reforming 
and reorganizing the department. Not with- 
standing the defeat in the Legislature of 
the reorganization bill it begins to look as 
though the Commissioners will accomplish 
nearly as much without the powers that 
would have been conferred upon them if 
the bill had become a law. With Byrnes, 
Williams, and McAvoy out of the way they 
will now, it is said, try to get rid of a certain 
number of Captains who are under charges. 
They are determined that Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin must go, but nothing can be done 
in his case pending his trial. 

The story was current yesterday that ex- 
Supt. Byrnes of the New York police force 
had been offered a salary of $10,000 a year 
by W. A. Pinkerton to come to Chicago and 
accept a position with the Pinkerton agency. 
W. A. Pinkerton is in Omaha and Supt 
Murray is away on sick leave. The man in 
charge of the Pinkerton agency yesterday 
said that while he might not know if such 
an offer had been made Mr. Byrnes he did 
i believe that there was any truth in the 
story.

Their Paper Barred from the Mails for Con- 
ducting a Lottery. 

New York, May 28&.—The Church Union a 
religious paper published by Miss Elizabeth 
Grannis, and which has for associate edi- 
tors the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, 
Bishop J. P. Newman, Miss Frances E. Wil- 
lard, the Rev. 
Wilson, and others, was today excluded 
from the mails on the ground that it con- 
tained a lottery advertisement, and that the 
paper was in fact conducting a lottery busi- 
ness. The last number of the paper con- 
tained a full page advertisement offering a 
total of about $2,900 in prizes to aid in se- 
curing subscribers for the paper. The plan 
for distributing the prizes is somewhat 
unique. All letters received containing sub- 
scriptions will be numbered as received, 
commencing with number one. The person 
sending the letter on which the number 100 
falls will receive a fine gold watch valued 
at $50; number 300 will receive a bicycle 
worth $100; number 1,500 will receive a fine 
clock worth $400; number 3,000 gets a trip 
to Europe at the cost of $500: number 4,500 
gets a tour of the Orient at $700, and number 
6,000 a grand piano worth $825, 

FROM AFFLUENCE TO DIRE POVERTY 
Sad Fate of a Former Alderman Who Spec- 
ulated in Wall Street. 

New York, May 28.—[{Special.]—Not long 
ago Elisha B. Morrell was a Brooklyn Alder- 
man worth more than a third of a million 
dollars. Saturday the authorities sent the 
poor-wagon to take him to the almshouse. 
He had become poor and his friends, all but 
one or two, were gone. The driver of the 
poor-wagon Knocked at the door of his little 
furnished room at No. 137 Spencer street, 
and, getting no reply, opened the door and 
went in. He found Morrell dead. Morrell 
was 76 years old.

He was so accor- 
plished ai swindler as to insure him 
the respect of the police wherever 
he went. He was over six feet tall, weighed

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THEYGIVE FOUL MEAT 


CONTRACTORS FORNISHING THE 


OOUNTY TAINTED STUFF. 
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Jut of 3,100 Pounds Delivered Yesterday 
759 Is Waste and the Whole Unfit to 
KatePresident Healy Proposes an Even 
Division of Patronage—Clerk Davis of 
the Health Board Said to Uave Sold 
Scavenger PermitseNews of City and 
County Offices. 

Tainted, gristly meat is what the County 
Hospital and Dunning institutions have been 
receiving lately. Not only has the meat been 
such that it could not be eaten, but 
many pounds of waste has been furnished to 

_ these institutions by the contractors, and the 
county has paid for it. 

Yesterday morning the meat sent out to the 
County. Hospital for the sick patients and for 
the inmates at the Poor-House and Insane 
Asylum was more than the Superintendent 
and Warden could endure. Out of the regu- 
lar allowance of 3,100 pounds of meat 759 
was wasted and utterly useless, not, even fit 
for soup. and the whole was so tainted that 
the odor permeated the entire lower floor of 
the building. The inspector was sent for and 
but a glance was needed for him to declare 
it unfit for use, and the contracter was im- 

' mediately ordered to remove ‘* as con- 
demned. 

The inspector then notified Presiden: Healy 
of the County Board of the meat that had 
been sent out for the use of the county, and 
the Superintendent of Public Service imme- 
diately wrote letters to the two; meat con- 
tractors, William Keck and Bernard Honig, 
informing them that the specifications regard- 
ing roeat were not bemg carried out. The fol- 
lowing letter _wuas addressed to Contractor 
Keck: 

Dear Sir: I am informed that the meat you 
deliver does not come up to the specifications in, 
several particulars. ‘hen carcass beef is 

ordered you are expected to deliver fore and bind 
quarters from the same beef, and deliver as many 
hind quarters as you do fore quarters. If there 

are any more irregulhrities in your deliveries I 

shall recommend the ‘cancellation of your con- 

tract and make purchases in the open market, 
looking to you and your bondsmen for any loss 
to the county. Yours respectfully 
Tl. N. Jamreson,? 
: Superintendent of Public Service. 

A similar letter was also sent to Honig, by 
whom the meat was furnished that had con- 
tained the 75 pounds of waste. 

President Healy was not content with these 
letters and addressed one to the butcher at 
Dunning, giving that official to understand 
that unless he made the contractors furnish 
meat up to|the specifications he would be re- 
moved instantly. President Healy has also 
been inforined that between the time the meat 
is weighed in the store-room and the time it 
is weighed again by the butcher there is a 
shortage. What becomes of it he has failed 
to discover; but, he suys,; he will before he has 
finished with it. 


TO DIVIDE THE COUNTY PATRONAGE, 
Each Commissioner to Be Allotted the Sum 
of $1,400 a Month. 


President Healy of the County Board yes- 
terday at the meeting of the Public Service 
comintttee| presented each Commissioner 
with a list of the amount of patronage 
charged tothe member.

Nixon. and H. W. Seymour, a toast was 
given by W. K. Sullivan in which he paid 
tribute to Mr. Medill. ‘l’o his mind the news- 
papers of this city are the best to be found.
